Dear Friends and Neighbors of the Idaho Panhandle National Forests, we are soliciting public comments 

on the Camp Robin project on the Bonners Ferry Ranger District of the Idaho Panhandle National Forests. 

The project is in the development phase in collaboration with the Kootenai Valley Resource Initiative1 to 

complement other landscape restoration work in the Lower Kootenai River Valley.  

The project area is about 42,000 acres and is located in the Camp Nine and Robinson Lake areas 

north and east of Bonners Ferry.  The proposed activities are located within all or portions of 

Federal lands in:  T65N, R1E, Sections 25, 26, 33-36; T65N, R2E, Sections 8, 10, 14, 15, 17, 20-

22, 26-31, 34, 35; T64N, R1E, Sections 3, 4, 8, 17, 20, 21, 28, 29, 32, 33; T63N, R1E, Sections 

1,3,4,10,14, 15, 23-26, 36; T63N, R2E, Sections 17-20, 29-33, Boise Meridian. 

The proposed action includes approximately 390 acres of prescribed burning and about 6,200 acres of 

commercial vegetation management on National Forest System lands. Proposed vegetation treatments 

include about 90 acres of pre- commercial thinning, 2,864 acres of intermediate harvest prescriptions 

and 3,334 acres of regeneration prescriptions. A combination of prescribed burning and machine piling 

would be used to treat fuels in the commercial harvest units and along private land boundaries in the 

precommercial thinning units. Actions to improve wildlife habitat, aquatic resources, roads and 

recreational opportunities are also proposed with details listed in the scoping notice for this project. Road 

treatments to reduce sediment and provide for safe public travel include maintaining and improving 

about 58 miles of roads and reconstructing about 10 miles of roads. Approximately 13 miles of temporary 

roads would be constructed to provide access to treatment locations and they would be rehabilitated 

following the completion of project-related activities.

Look for the 

Camp Robin project in the listings. After receiving your comments on this proposal, we will prepare 

a draft environmental assessment (EA) that will provide sufficient analysis for determining whether 

to prepare an environmental impact statement or a finding of no significant impact. If you comment 

on the enclosed proposal, you will also have the opportunity to comment on the EA before we issue a 

decision. This project is subject to the Forest Service’s objection regulations2, which means we must 

specify a 30-day comment period which determines who is eligible to object to the decision. We have 

chosen to conduct that comment period when we release the EA.
